How Germany hopes to 
conquer the United 
States

ed by a study of the works 
of Count Schieffen. He was 
chief of the German gener­ 
al staff

the plan by which it was 
hoped to conquer France in 
1914. The plan was modi- 
field, and failed. In 1940 it 
was again resorted to, this 
time without change, and 
succeeded. Schlieffen’s abil­ 
ity makes his views about] 
an American war entitled 
to great respect. 
“Invasion of America by 
a surprise attack is impost- 
sible,” says Schlieffen’s plan 
on file with the German 
general staff, “because off 
the time required for trans­ 
porting troops. Nevertheless 
American resistance can be 
broken by inflicting enorm­ 
ous material damage upon 
the entire country. 
“We must make a series 
of landing operations, with 
naval 
protection, 
which 
should 
take 
with 
great 
speed several important cit­ 
ies, damaging them by sev­ 
ering 
all 
communications, 
destroying 
all 
important 
plants, seizing 
the 
entire 
war and transport material, 
and imposing heavy contri­ 
butions. 
“Small 
landing 
detach­ 
ments will be sufficient, and 
it will be hard for Ameri­ 
can defense forces to stop 
us. The actual 
arrival 
of 
American troops, after they 
have lost time fighting off 
fake landings, will still be 
too late to keep us from 
couter-attacking, re-embark­ 
ing and landing elsewhere. 
“By 
destructive 
opera­ 
tions along the coast and 
by 
blocking the economic 
arteries of the entire coun­ 
try, conditions can be made 
so unbearable that the gov­ 
ernment will be
